Dear Editors: 

• STUDENT activities, which this year have achieved 
a position where they are attracting more and mnra 
students, were hit hard by the farcical judging of the 
Panheilenic Goat Show last week. The hard work 
which ail twelve pledge groups put into producing this 
show was greatly appreciated by the capacity audience 
that enjoyed itself immensely up to the time when the 
judges’ decision was announced. It seemed evident to 
me then, from the groans and boos that arose from 
the audience, that the great majority disagreed with 
the results and this opinion has been borne out by an 
Informal poll which I made in the last two days. Since 
Thursday night, out of almost two hundred students to 
whom I have spoken, I found only one who agreed with 
the judges and only two others who would have placed 
the winning skit even in the top three. 

I found It hard to believe that any judging done on 
the basis of originality, cleverness, audience appeal, 
and presentation and timing could have had such a 
result The impression among the students has al- 
ways been that the most important factor was origi- 
nality. If this /is not so, that fact should.be made 
clear and then. In the words of more than one sorority 
member, "next year’s pledges can take a Hammer-stein 
or Hart script for their skit and walk away with the 
show.” If originality is Important, then the judges 
certainly were not being fair to the other groups when 
they made their award. Incidentally, if Walt Disney 
demands a royalty payment, he has a good case. 

In view of the unanimity of student opinion, Jt seems 
Incredible that the judges each voted for a different 
contestant on the first ballot. Even though they did, 
it does not seem possible that anyone entrusted with 
such a decision could say, “this group had a good 
presentation so let’s give it to them" and say It in 
spirit of “and let’s get It over with.” Nevertheless, 
one ear-witness claims, that such a remark was made 
by the judge who voted for the winner. If this is true, 
the other judges should feel ashamed that they ac- 
ceded to that judge’s wishes. 

Miss Klrkbride, Miss MacMillan, and all the pledges 
deserve a rousing vote of thanks for a very entertain- 
ing evening, but in the future let us have judges who 
are well qualified to make the award. If judges from 
outside The University are not available, the board 
should at toast be composed of members of the Speech 
and Drama Department. ’ • ' *.* ',i 

This show was the best I have seen in four and a; 
half years at The University and It is unfortunate that 
the alleged position of one judge has given many \ 
of the sorority women a “what's the use" attitude. 

It Is to .be hoped that' this attitude won’t be carrled 
over to future shows since by next year the judging 
might improve.

• AS THE WINTER Term nears, thousands of vet- 
erans who were “left out In the cold” last semester 
are awaiting decisions on pending admission applica- 
tions. .To meet this trying situation, the University 
has altered the winter semester registration plans to 
hold a pre-registration for currently enrolled students. 

Nationally, colleges and universities are confronted 
with the problem of whether to admit an over-capacity 
student body with ensuing cramped conditions or 
whether to stay within their limitations, prohibiting 
thousands of capable veterans from going to school. , 

This University has chosen to admit just as many 
students as the school will hold and has initiated plans 
for a wide expansion of facilities. There are disad- 
vantages to over-crowding, even for a short time, but 
In the broad national picture, the University Is acting 
wisely and is helping to heighten the standard of liv- 
ing in the country. 

Lack of Individual attention and the sharp competi- 
tion brought about by overflowing classrooms has 
Imbued students with the keen sense of responsibility 
essential to success in post-college days and which Is 
so often lacking In college graduates. After the first 
few weeks of readjustment In the fall semester the 
grunts and groans are subsiding as conditions begin 
to approach control. 

Both present and prospective students will benefit 
from the pre-registration— the University will be able 
to determine how many students will discontinue their 
studies at the end of this semester and.thus may deter- 
mine how many new students can be admitted. 

By allowing students to All out the necessary forms 
at their leisure during the holidays prior to the pre- 
registration period, the all-too-clear remembrance of 
last September’s confusion will he eliminated com- 
pletely. 

We are glad to see that the Administration Is aware 
that what we lack in tangible facilities may be some- 
what offset by a bit of thought as to how to realize 
the most from what is available. Perhaps we may 
even see this theory carried Into other segments of 
the University, many of which could certainly put 
some common sense to good use. '

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'Medical School Offers 
Post Graduate Courses 

• THIS WEEK THE University’s School of Medicine announced 
to the medical profession its Second Annual Series of Intensive 
Post-graduate courses to be held from January 27 to March 14, 


Individual courses will bo given in th£ following fields: Ocular Sur- 
gery. Pathology, and Orthotlcs, 
Ophthalmology, Disease of Metab- 
olism, Anesthesiology. General and 
Abdominal Surgery, Cardiovascular 
Diseases, Obstetrics and Gynecol- 
ogy, Infectious Diseases, Thoracio 
Diseases, Psychiatry, Neurology and 
Neurosurgery, and Pediatrics. 

Most of these courses are sched- 
uled to be of 13 weeks duration. 
In addition, the different subjects 
have been so arranged as to allow 
combinations to secure coverage of 
such fields as Surgery and General 
Medicine in overall courses. 

The courses will be under the di- 
rection of Dr. Thomas Peery, direc- 
tor of Post-graduate Instruction, 
who headed the first series of 
courses last year. 

The first annual series of post- 
graduate courses held during tha 
previous academic year was de- 
signed for 'the general practitioner 
and was attended by several hun- 
dred graduate physicians, many of 
Whom were still in service or at- 
tending under the G. I. Bill of 
Bights. This year's courses are In- 
tended primarily for specialists. 

Of particular note is the revival 
of the course in Ocular Surgery, 
Pathology, and' Orthotlcs. This is 
the seventh time this course has 
been presented by the*. School of 
Medldine. It was discontinued dur- 
ing the war. It is now being dedi- 
cated to Dr. William Thornwall 
Davis, long-time head of the Oph- 
thalmology Department, who died 
ln[the summer of 1944, » 

As during the previous series, tht 
local staff will be supplemented by 
guest specialists from medical 
schools throughout the United 
States. A list of these men will 
be released. 


Americana 
Major Enters 
Tenth Year 

• THIS YEAR the University cele- 
brates the tenth anniversary of 
the American Thought and Civiliza- 
tion major, Dr. Robert Whitney 
Bolwell, chairman of the Graduate

Since the introduction of this 
major at the University, It has 
been adopted at such universities 
as Princeton University, Harvard 
University, and the University of 
/Minnesota, o’ 

The profllUm of studies utilizes 
the faciUtlfs of the many agencies 
located in Washington, and is .de- 
signed to give the students pur- 
suing It a broad background in 
American life and thought. ^ 

There are two sets of courses In 
this field offered at the University., 
The primary set offers necessary 
courses for the major, including 
studies of American literature, 
drama, novels, geography, history, 
and philosophy. 

The second set of courses, which 
are considered desirable but not 
obligatory, Include American folk 
arts, economics, diplomatic history, 
and government. „ \ 

A study of English literature and 
backgrounds In European civiliza- 
tion and sociology .which affect 
American thought are Included as 
requirements for the major. 

"After completion of this pro- 
gram of studies the student Is 
equipped, through a coordinated 
knowledge of American culture with 
its Intellectual and social tradi- 
tions, to meet with understanding 
and conviction the activities and 
Interests of modern life," Dr. Bol- 
well said.
